SEC. 2. DEFINITIONS.

In this Act:

1) ASYLUM SEEKER.—The term ‘“‘asylum seek-
Y

(A) means—
(i) any applicant for asylum under
section 208 of the Immigration and Na-

tionality Act (8 U.S.C. 1158);
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(1) any alien who indicates—

(I) an intention to apply for asy-
lum under that section; or

(IT) a fear of persecution; and
(ii1) any alien who indicates—

(I) an intention to apply for with-
holding of removal pursuant to—

(aa) section 241 of the Im-
migration and Nationality Act (8
U.S.C. 1231); or

(bb) the Convention Against
Torture and Other Cruel, Inhu-
man or Degrading Treatment or
Punishment, done at New York
December 10, 1984; or
(IT) a fear that the alien’s life or

freedom would be threatened;

(B) includes any individual described in
subparagraph (A) whose application for asylum
or withholding of removal is pending judicial re-
view; and

(C) does not include an individual with re-
spect to whom a final order denying asylum and
withholding of removal has been entered if such

order is not pending judicial review.
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(2) DEPARTMENT.—The term ‘Department”
means the Department of Homeland Security.
(3) SECRETARY.—The term ‘“Secretary’” means

the Secretary of Homeland Security.

SEC. 3. ELIMINATION OF TIME LIMITS ON ASYLUM APPLI-

CATIONS.

Section 208(a)(2) of the Immigration and Nationality

Act (8 U.S.C. 1158(a)(2)) 1s amended—

(1) in subparagraph (A), by inserting “or the
Secretary of Homeland Security’” after ‘‘Attorney
General” each place such term appears;

(2) by striking subparagraphs (B) and (D);

(3) by redesignating subparagraph (C) as sub-
paragraph (B);

(4) in subparagraph (B), as redesignated, by

“(C) CHANGED CIRCUMSTANCES.—Not-
withstanding subparagraph (B), an application
for asylum of an alien may be considered if the
alien demonstrates, to the satisfaction of the

Attorney General or the Secretary of Homeland

Security, the existence of changed cir-

cumstances that materially affect the appl-
cant’s eligibility for asylum.
“(D) MOTION TO REOPEN CERTAIN MERI-

TORIOUS CLAIMS.

Notwithstanding subpara-
oraph (B) or section 240(c)(7), an alien may
file a motion to reopen an asylum claim during
the 2-year period beginning on the date of the
enactment of the Refugee Protection Act of
2016 1f the alien—

“(1) was denied asylum based solely
upon a failure to meet the 1-year applica-
tion filing deadline in effect on the date on
which the application was filed;

“(1) was granted withholding of re-
moval to the alien’s country of nationality
(or, if stateless, to the country of last ha-
bitual residence) under section 241(b)(3);

“(i11) has not obtained lawful perma-
nent residence in the United States pursu-
ant to any other provision of law;

“(iv) 1s not subject to the safe third
country exception in section 208(a)(2)(A)
or a bar to asylum under section 208(b)(2)
and was not denied asylum as a matter of

diseretion; and
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“(v) is physically present in the
United States when the motion is filed.”.
SEC. 4. PROTECTING CERTAIN VULNERABLE GROUPS OF
ASYLUM SEEKERS.

founded fear of persecution, on account of
race, religion, nationality, membership in a
particular social group, or political opinion.
“(B) The term ‘refugee’ does not include any
person who ordered, incited, assisted, or otherwise
participated in the persecution of any person on ac-
count of race, religion, nationality, membership in a
particular social group, or political opinion. A person
who establishes that his or her actions were com-
mitted under duress or while the person was younger
than 18 years of age shall not be considered to have
ordered, incited, assisted, or otherwise participated
in persecution under this subparagraph.

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(1) in clause (i1)—

1157) is placed on hold for longer than 3 months or is
subject to the expiration and repetition of more than 3
screenings and one or more members of the applicant’s
family also have pending applications for admission under
such section, the Secretary of Homeland Security shall no-
tify any individual on that case who is eligible to travel
separately of the option to separate such individual’s case

from the family unit and shall permit such individual to

(¢) CLARIFICATION ON ASYLUM ELIGIBILITY.—Sec-
tion 208 of the Immigration and Nationality Act (8 U.S.C.

SEC. 7. SECURE ALTERNATIVES.

(a) ESTABLISHMENT.—The Secretary, in consulta-
tion with nongovernmental organizations, shall establish
a continuum of alternatives to detention and case manage-
ment services (referred to in this section as ‘“‘secure alter-
natives’’), including sereening of detainees, appearance as-
sistance services, and community-based supervision pro-
erams, in each Enforcement and Removal Operations field
office operated by U.S. Immigration and Customs En-
forcement to ensure appearances by aliens at immigration

proceedings.
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(b) CONTRACT AUTHORITY.—The Secretary may
contract with nongovernmental community-based organi-
zations to meet the requirements under subsection (a).

(¢) USE OF BOND OR RECOGNIZANCE.—The Sec-
retary may not use secure alternatives when release on
reasonable bond or recognizance is determined to be a suf-
ficient measure to ensure an alien’s appearance at immi-

eration proceedings and protect public safety.

(d) PROGRAM REQUIREMENTS.

(1) INDIVIDUALIZED DETERMINATIONS AND RE-
VIEW.—In determining whether to use secure alter-
natives, the Secretary—

(A) shall make an individualized deter-
mination about the level of monitoring nec-
essary to ensure an alien’s appearance at immi-
oration proceedings and protect public safety;

(B) shall review the level of supervision on
a frequent basis and adjust as appropriate; and

(C) shall limit the use of restrictive elee-
tronic monitoring devices, such as ankle brace-
lets to cases in which there is a demonstrated
need for such enhanced monitoring.

Secure alternatives

(2) PROGRAM ELEMENTS.

under this section shall include—
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(A) individualized case management by an

assigned case supervisor; and

(B) referral to community-based providers

of legal and social services.

(3) Custony.—The Secretary may use secure

alternatives to maintain custody over any alien de-

tained under the Immigration and Nationality Act,

except for aliens detained under section 236A of

such Act (8 U.S.C. 1226a).

25 (a) DEFINITIONS.—In this section:
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(1) APPLICABLE STANDARDS.—The term “‘ap-
plicable standards’ means the most recent version of
detention standards and detention-related policies
issued by the Secretary or the Director of U.S. Im-
migration and Customs Enforcement.

(2) DETENTION FACILITY.—The term ‘‘deten-
tion facility” means a Federal, State, or local gov-
ernment facility, or a privately owned and operated
facility, that is used, in whole or in part, to hold in-
dividuals under the authority of the Director of U.S.
Immigration and Customs KEnforcement, including
facilities that hold such individuals under a contract

or agreement with the Director.

(b) DETENTION REQUIREMENTS.—The Secretary
shall ensure that all persons detained pursuant to the Im-
migration and Nationality Act (8 U.S.C. 1101 et seq.) are
treated humanely and benefit from the protections set
forth in this section.
(¢) OVERSIGHT REQUIREMENTS.—
(1) ANNUAL INSPECTION.—AIl detention facili-
ties shall be inspected by the Secretary on a regular
basis, but not less than annually, for compliance

with applicable detention standards issued by the

Secretary and other applicable regulations.
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(2) ROUTINE OVERSIGHT.—In addition to an-
nual inspections, the Secretary shall conduct routine
oversicht of detention facilities, including unan-
nounced inspections.

All detention

(3) AVAILABILITY OF RECORDS.
facility contracts, memoranda of agreement, and
evaluations and reviews shall be considered records
for purposes of section 552(f)(2) of title 5, United
States Code.

(4) CONSULTATION.—The Secretary shall seek
input from nongovernmental organizations regarding
their independent opinion of specific facilities.

(d) COMPLIANCE MECIHANISMS.—

(1) AGREEMENTS.

(A) NEW AGREEMENTS.—Compliance with
applicable standards established by the Sec-
retary and all applicable regulations, and mean-
mgful financial penalties for failure to comply,
shall be a material term in any new contract,
memorandum of agreement, or any renegoti-
ation, modification, or renewal of an existing
contract or agreement, including fee negotia-

tions, executed with detention facilities.

(B) EXISTING AGREEMENTS.—Not later

than 180 days after the date of the enactment
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of this Act, the Secretary shall secure a modi-
fication incorporating these terms for any exist-
ing contracts or agreements that will not be re-

negotiated, renewed, or otherwise modified.

(C) CANCELLATION OF AGREEMENTS.
Unless the Secretary provides a reasonable ex-
tension to a specific detention facility that is
negotiating in good faith, contracts or agree-
ments with detention facilities that are not
modified within 1 year of the date of the enact-
ment of this Act shall be canceled.

(D) PROVISION OF INFORMATION.—In
making modifications under this paragraph, the
Secretary shall require that detention facilities
regularly provide the Secretary with all con-
tracts, memoranda of agreement, evaluations,
and reviews regarding the facility. The Sec-
retary shall make such materials available to

the publie.

(2) FINANCIAL PENALTIES.

(A) REQUIREMENT TO IMPOSE.—Subject
to subparagraph (C), the Secretary shall impose
meaningful financial penalties upon facilities

that fail to comply with applicable detention
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standards established by the Secretary and
other applicable regulations.

(B) TiMING OF 1MPOSITION.—Financial
penalties shall be imposed under subparagraph
(A) immediately after a facility fails to achieve
an adequate or the equivalent median score in
any performance evaluation.

(C) WAIVER.—The requirements under
subparagraph (A) may be waived if the facility
corrects the noted deficiencies and receives an
adequate score during the 90-day period begin-
ning on the date on which the facility failed to
achieve an adequate score in a performance
evaluation.

(D) MULTIPLE OFFENDERS.—If a facility
persistently and substantially fails to comply
with applicable detention standards, including
scoring less than adequate or the equivalent
median score in 2 consecutive inspections—

(i) the Secretary shall terminate all
contracts or agreements with such facility
not later than 60 days after such failure;
or

(i1) if the facility is operated by the

Secretary, the Secretary shall close such
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facility not later than 90 days after such
failure.

(e) REPORTING REQUIREMENTS.

(1) OBJECTIVES.—Not later than June 30 of

each year, the Secretary shall prepare and submit a
report to the Committee on the Judiciary of the
Senate and the Committee on the Judiciary of the
House of Representatives that describes the inspec-
tion and oversight activities of detention facilities.

(2) CoNTENTS.—Each report submitted under
paragraph (1) shall include—

(A) a description of each detention facility
found to be in noncompliance with applicable
detention standards issued by the Department
or other applicable regulations;

(B) a description of the actions taken by
the Department to remedy any findings of non-
compliance or other identified problems, includ-
ing financial penalties, contract or agreement
termination, or facility closure; and

(C) information regarding whether the ac-
tions deseribed in subparagraph (B) resulted in
compliance with applicable detention standards

and regulations.
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(f)  LIMITATIONS ON SOLITARY CONFINEMENT,

SHACKLING, AND STRIP SEARCHES.

(1) EXTRAORDINARY CIRCUMSTANCES.—Soli-
tary confinement, shackling, and strip searches of
detainees—

(A) may not be used unless such tech-
niques are necessitated by extraordinary cir-
cumstances in which the safety of other persons
18 at imminent risk; and

(B) may not be used for the purpose of
humiliating detainees within or outside the de-
tention facility.

(2) PROTECTED CLASSES.—Solitary confine-

ment, shackling, and strip searches may not be used
on pregnant women, nursing mothers, women 1in
labor or delivery, or children who are younger than
18 years of age. Strip searches may not be con-
ducted in the presence of children who are younger
than 21 years of age.

(3) WRITTEN POLICIES.—Detention facilities

shall—
(A) adopt written policies pertaining to the
use of force and restraints; and
(B) train all staff on the proper use of

such techniques and devices.
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SEC. 9. TIMELY NOTICE OF IMMIGRATION CHARGES.

Section 236 of the Immigration and Nationality Act
(8 U.S.C. 1226) is amended by adding at the end the fol-
lowing:

“(f) NoT1icE AND CHARGES.—Not later than 48
hours after the commencement of a detention of an indi-
vidual under this section, the Secretary of Homeland Se-
curity shall—

“(1) file a Notice to Appear or other relevant
charging document with the immigration court clos-
est to the location at which the individual was appre-
hended; and

“(2) serve such notice or charging document on
the individual.”.

SEC. 10. PROCEDURES FOR ENSURING ACCURACY AND
VERIFIABILITY OF SWORN STATEMENTS
TAKEN PURSUANT TO EXPEDITED REMOVAL
AUTHORITY.

(a) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall establish
quality assurance procedures to ensure the accuracy and
verifiability of signed or sworn statements taken by em-
ployees of the Department exercising expedited removal
authority under section 235(b) of the Immigration and

Nationality Act (8 U.S.C. 1225(b)).

(b) RECORDING OF INTERVIEWS.
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(1) IN GENERAL.—Any sworn or signed written
statement taken from an alien as part of the record
of a proceeding under section 235(b)(1)(A) of the
Immigration and Nationality Act shall be accom-
panied by a recording of the interview which served
as the basis for such sworn statement.

(2) CONTENT.—The recording shall include—

(A) a reading of the entire written state-
ment to the alien in a language that the alien
claims to understand; and

(B) the verbal affirmation by the alien of
the accuracy of—

(1) the written statement; or
(i1) a corrected version of the written
statement.

(3) FOrRMAT.—The recording shall be made in
video, audio, or other equally reliable format.

(4) EVIDENCE.—Recordings of interviews under
this subsection may be considered as evidence in any
further proceedings involving the alien.

(¢) EXEMPTION AUTHORITY.—

(1) EXEMPTED FACILITIES.—Subsection (b)
shall not apply to interviews that occur at detention
facilities exempted by the Secretary under this sub-

section.
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(2) CRITERIA.—The Secretary, or the Sec-
retary’s designee, may exempt any detention facility
if compliance with subsection (b) at that facility
would impair operations or impose undue burdens or
costs.

(3) REPORT.—The Secretary shall annually
submit a report to Congress that identifies the facili-
ties that have been exempted under this subsection.

(4) NO PRIVATE CAUSE OF ACTION.—Nothing
in this subsection may be construed to create a pri-
vate cause of action for damages or injunctive relief.

(d) INTERPRETERS.—The Secretary shall ensure that

a professional fluent interpreter is used if—

(1) the interviewing officer is not certified by
the Department to speak a language understood by
the alien; and

(2) there is no other Federal Government em-
ployee available who 1s able to interpret effectively,

accurately, and impartially.

SEC. 11. CHILD WELFARE PROFESSIONALS.

(a) DEFINED TERM.—The term “‘qualified child wel-

22 fare professional” means a professional with expertise in

23 developmentally appropriate, culturally competent, and

24 trauma-centered interviewing skills.
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(b) GUIDELINES.—The Secretary, in consultation

with the Secretary of Health and Human Services, shall
develop guidelines and train all relevant staff in accord-
ance with such guidelines, to ensure that all children in
the custody of the Department are properly sereened for
protection needs.

(¢) MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING.—The Sec-
retary and the Secretary of Health and Human Services
shall establish a memorandum of understanding for the
placement of qualified child welfare professionals, on a
full- or part-time basis, to assist with screening for protec-
tion needs in not fewer than 7 U.S. Customs and Border
Protection offices or stations, with presumptive priority
eiven to those offices or stations with the largest number
of child apprehensions during the previous fiscal year.

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“(bb) a political, social, or
other group that endorses or es-
pouses terrorist activity;

“(V) the alien is a member of a
terrorist organization;

“(VI) the alien endorses or es-
pouses terrorist activity or persuades
others to endorse or espouse terrorist
activity or support a terrorist organi-
zation;

“(VII) the alien has received
military-type training (as defined in
section  2339D(c)(1) of title 18,
United States Code) from, or on be-
half of, any organization that, at the
time the training was received, was a
terrorist organization; or

“(VIII) the alien is an officer, of-
ficial, representative, or spokesman of
the Palestine Liberation Organization.

“(i1) EXCEPTIONS.

“(I) LACK OF KNOWLEDGE.—
Clause (1)(V) shall not apply to an
alien who 1s a member of a terrorist

organization described in  clause
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(11)(V)(ee) if the alien demonstrates
by clear and convineing evidence that
the alien did not know, and should not
reasonably have known, that the orga-
nization was a terrorist organization.

“(IT) Duress.—Clause (i)(VII)

and items (dd) through (ff) of clause
(i11)(I) shall not apply to an alien who
establishes that his or her actions giv-
ing rise to inadmissibility under such
clause were committed under duress
and the alien does not pose a threat
to the security of the United States.

sonably have known, that
the organization was a ter-
rorist organization;

“(ee) to solicit any indi-

vidual—

“(AA) to engage in con-
duct otherwise deseribed in
this subsection;

“(BB) for membership
In a terrorist organization
desceribed 1n item (aa) or
(bb) of clause (i11)(V); or

“(CC) for membership
in a terrorist organization
described n clause
(11)(V)(ee) unless the solie-
itor can demonstrate by
clear and convincing evi-
dence that he or she did not
know, and should not rea-
sonably have known, that
the organization was a ter-

rorist organization; or
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“(ff) to commit an act that
the actor knows, or reasonably
should know, affords material
support, including a safe house,
transportation, communications,
funds, transfer of funds or other
material financial benefit, false
documentation or identification,
weapons (including chemical, bio-
logical, or radiological weapons),
explosives, or training—

“(AA) for the commis-
sion of a terrorist activity;

“(BB) to any individual
who the actor knows, or rea-
sonably should know, has
committed or plans to com-
mit a terrorist activity;

“(CC) to a terrorist or-
canization described in item

(aa) or (bb) of clause

(1)(V) or to any member of

such an organization; or

“(DD) to a terrorist or-

demonstrate by clear and
convineing evidence that he
or she did not know, and
should not reasonably have
known, that the organization
was a terrorist organization.
“(II) MATERIAL SUPPORT.—The
term ‘material support’ means sup-
port that is significant and of a kind
directly relevant to terrorist activity.
“(IIT) ~ REPRESENTATIVE.—The
term ‘representative’ includes—

“(aa) an officer, official, or
spokesman of an organization;
and

“(bb) any person who di-
rects, counsels, commands, or in-
duces an organization or its
members to engage in terrorist
activity.

“(IV)  TERRORIST ACTIVITY.—

The term ‘terrorist activity’ means
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any activity which is unlawful under
the laws of the place where it is com-
mitted (or which, if it had been com-
mitted in the United States, would be
unlawful under the laws of the United
States or any State) and which in-
volves—

“(aa) the highjacking or
sabotage of any conveyance (in-
cluding an aircraft, vessel, or ve-
hicle);

“(bb) the seizing or detain-
ing, and threatening to kill, in-
jure, or continue to detain, an-
other individual in order to com-
pel a third person (including a
covernmental organization) to do
or abstain from doing any act as
an explicit or implicit condition
for the release of the individual
seized or detained;

“(ce) a wviolent attack upon
an internationally protected per-
son (as defined 1n section

Resettlement programs in helping refugees to meet

self-sufficiency;
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(4) an analysis of the unmet needs of the pro-
orams;

(5) an evaluation of the Office of Refugee Re-
settlement’s budgetary resources and projection of
the amount of additional resources needed to fully
address the unmet needs of refugees with regard to
self-sufficiency;

(6) the role of community-based organizations
In serving refugees in areas experiencing a high
number of new refugee arrivals;

(7) an analysis of how community-based organi-
zations can be better utilized and supported in the
Federal domestic resettlement process; and

(8) recommendations on statutory changes to
improve the Office of Refugee Resettlement and the
domestic refugee program in relation to the matters
analyzed under paragraphs (1) through (7).

(¢) REPORT.—Not later than 2 years after the date

of the enactment of this Act, the Comptroller General shall
submit a report to Congress that contains the results of
the study required under subsection (a).

SEC. 28. REFUGEE ASSISTANCE.

(a) AMENDMENTS TO SOCIAL SERVICES FUNDING.—

Section 412(¢)(1)(B) of the Immigration and Nationality

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(2) by adding at the end the following: “At the
end of each fiscal year, the Director shall submit a
report to Congress that describes the findings of the
assessment, including States experiencing departures
and arrivals due to secondary migration, likely rea-
sons for migration, the impact of secondary migra-
tion on States hosting secondary migrants, avail-
ability of social services for secondary migrants in
those States, and unmet needs of those secondary
migrants.”.
(¢) ASSISTANCE MADE AVAILABLE TO SECONDARY

“requiring specialized care or preparation before the refu-
oee’s arrival in the United States, or”” after “‘medical con-

ditions”’.
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(e) LBGAL ASSISTANCE FOR REFUGEES AND
ASYLEES.—Section 412(¢)(1)(A) of such Act (8 U.S.C.
1522(¢)(1)(A)) 1s amended—

(1) in clause (ii), by striking “and” at the end;
(2) by redesignating clause (iii) as clause (iv);
and

(3) by inserting after clause (i1) the following:
“(i11) to provide legal services for refu-
gees to assist them in obtaining immigra-
tion benefits for which they are eligible;

and”.

(f) NOoTICE AND RULEMAKING.—Not later than 90
days after the date of enactment of this Act, but in no

event later than 30 days before the effective date of the
amendments made by this section, the Assistant Secretary
shall—

(1) issue a proposed rule of the new formula by
which grants and contracts are to be allocated pur-
suant to the amendments made by subsection (c);
and

(2) solicit public comment.

(g) EFFECTIVE DATE.—The amendments made by
this section shall take effect on the first day of the first
fiscal year that begins after the date of the enactment of

this Act.

“(11) shall cite the specific applicable provisions
of this Act upon which such denial was based, in-

“(II) whether there is a waiver of inadmis-
sibility available to the applicant.
“(B) The basis of any negative credibility finding
shall be part of the written decision.
“(8)(A) An applicant who is denied refugee status
under this section may file a request with the Secretary
for a review of his or her application not later than 120

days after such denial.
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“(B) A request filed under subparagraph (A) shall
be adjudicated by refugee officers who have received train-
ing on considering requests for review of refugee applica-
tions that have been denied.

“(C) The Secretary shall publish the standard applied
to a request for review under this paragraph.

“(D) A request for review under this paragraph may
result in the decision being granted, denied, or reopened
for a further interview.

“(E) A decision on a request for review under this
paragraph—

“(1) shall be in writing; and
“(i1) shall provide, to the maximum extent fea-
sible, information on the reason for the denial.”.
SEC. 34. AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.

There are authorized to be appropriated such sums
as may be necessary to carry out this Act, and the amend-
ments made by this Act.

SEC. 35. DETERMINATION OF BUDGETARY EFFECTS.

The budgetary effects of this Aect, for the purpose of
complying with the Statutory Pay-As-You-Go Act of 2010
(Public Law 111-139), shall be determined by reference
to the latest statement titled ‘“‘Budgetary Effects of
PAYGO Legislation” for this Act, jointly submitted for

printing in the Congressional Record by the Chairmen of
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1 the Senate Budget Committee, provided that such state-

2 ment has been submitted prior to the vote on passage.
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
